DEDICATION 


This booklet is dedicated to the memory of 
Henry Pennell whose foresight and generosity 
made this institution possible and provided means 
for a secondary education to area residents from 
1889 to 1962. 


HENRY PENNELL 


Pennell Institute was founded by Henry Pennell in 1876. Though 
not born in Gray, Mr. Pennell spent nearly the whole of his long and 
industrious life in the town and was closely identified with all its 
interests, 


Mr, Pennell was born in Danville, Maine on January 6, 1803, but 
was taken as a young child into the Pennell family in South Gray. It 
was not a wealthy family and young Henry learned at an early age that 
What success he might have in this world would be due to his own hard 
work and determined will. What little formal education he might have 
had would be perhaps a few terms in a very small rural school taught by 
a young person with little or no formal training. However, by his own 
endeavers, rigid economy, thrift and natural ability, he was able to 
amass a sizable - for that day - fortune. He engaged in trading, buying 
and selling, lending and other business endeavors. He became the largest 
tax payer in town, Through the years, it is said, he was always a positive 
voice and vote for school appropriation. 


Mr. Pennell was married in 1832 to Mary Susan Weston, the daughter 
of the Congregational minister. They lived in the house on Main St. 
which is opposite the present IGA store and now a medical clinic. In 
1857 he owned all the land from there to the Colley Hill Rd. 


It is reasonable to suppose that throughout his life he had formed 
in his mind the plan for providing for the children of Gray means for a 
more liberal and extensive education. Perhaps the building of Greely 
Institute in Cumberland and Leavitt Institute in Turner as well as other 
schools providing higher education to small towns stimulated the advance- 
ment of his plans to fruition. 


In 1876 construction was begun by Mr. Henry Goff from brick made at 
his yard in East Gray. The cornerstone was laid in June of 1877 with 
appropriate ceremonies. (We don't know under which corner.) It was 
several years before the building was completed. 


In 1881 Mrs. Pennell died at the age of 74. After this Mr. Pennell 
.spent most of his time in Portland at the home of his adopted daughter, 
Susan Humphrey Frank, wife of Melvin P. Frank who became later one of the 
first trustees of Pennell. 


Henry Pennell died at the age of 81 on June 8, 1884, and is buried 
with his wife in Gray Cemetery. 


THE PENNELL WILL 


When Mr. Pennell died in 1884 he left a will which spelled out 
in detail how nis money was to be spent and how his school was to be 
run. 


Some highlights were: 

“Whereas I have been for many years deeply sensible of the great 
importance of education and of the great benefits which a community 
must realize from a more extended diffusion of the advantages of our 
schools and seminaries of learning by extending the terms and procuring 
the services of competent instructors, I do bequeath unto the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Gray:" 

1. One acre of land and building erected theron in trust, the same 
to be forever used by said inhabitants for whatsoever shall promote and 
advance the cause of learning, education and good morals. 

2. The sum of $30,000 to be known as the Penneli Fund for educational 
purposes ir the Town of Gray. Of this, $3,000. was to be used for library 
purposes and $2,000. for laboratory supplies, etc. The interest of the 
remaininz $25,000. was to be used for competent instruction and fuel. 

Other specifics were: 

l. The school was to be governed and controlled bv four trustees 
who were appointed for life, vith the remaining three to elect a 
successor at the death of one, 

2. Residents of Gray between the ages of 10 and 25 would be allowed 
free schooling. Residents of other towns would be admitted on a tuition 
basis. 

3. The Holy Scriptures would be read dailv by students and teachers. 

4. The building would be used only for the purpose of education and 
learning. 

5. No one religious sect, society or denomination wouid have exclusive 
control of the school. 

Other rules and regulations were left to the trustees, 


THE TRUSTEES 


The first board of trustees was charged with the responsibility 
of carrying out the affairs of the school according to their inter- 
Pretation of the wishes of Mr. Pennell. 


Some of the rules and regulations governing the students and 
faculty that were in effect were - (in abbreviated form) 

l. Discipline: Teachers were mandated to ‘lead the pupils to 
cultivate self-control, truthfulness, a right sense of order and 
interest in the purity of the moral atmosphere of the school.' The 
members (teachers and students) were required to ‘observe good order 
and propriety of deportment, not only during school hours but else- 
where during their association with the school," They were to be 
‘diligent in study, respectful to teachers, kind and obliging to school- 
mates, and to refrain from profane, vulgar or discourteous language,' 
If found to be otherwise they were to be removed from the school. 
Parents were required to make good for any damage or loss to the school 
due to a pupil's action. 

2. Study Hours: The hours of 7 to 9 PM were designated as hours 
in which students would be in their homes for the purpose of study. 

No students would be ‘allowed to loiter about stores or other public 
places during study hours or at any other time.' 


Specific rules for the obligation of the teachers were 'to strive 
to impress on their minds (students), both by precept and example, the 
importance of continued effort for improvement of morals and manners, 
as well as in useful knowledge.' 


Proper observance of the Sabbath was expected of all, and pupils 
temporarily residing in the town for the purpose of going to the Institute 
were not allowed 'to congregate, except for religious activity, stroll 
about, loiter in public places, nor receive visits from schoolmates during 
the usual hours of worship on the Sabbath day, and when parents or guardians 
requested, they should be required to attend public worship. ' 


Gradually through the years these rules were not rigidly enforced. In 
the 1930's the study hours requirements were dropped along with others that 
were considered to be the responsibility of the parents. 


OPENING OF PENNELL INSTITUTE 


Pennell Institute was not completed until 1886 - two years following 
Mr. Pennell's death. 


The four trustees named in his will were: Melvin P. Frank, of Port- 
land, Warren H. Vinton, John D. Anderson and Thomas Hancock, all prominent 
business men in Gray. 


They appointed the following faculty: Principal, Mr. Lee B. Hunt, 
M.A., who also taught Greek and Science at a salary of $75. per month; 
Emma Bickford, B.A., teacher of Latin, Modern Languages and Elocution; 
and Ida A. Brown, teacher of Mathematics and English. The lady teachers 
received $10. per week. Later Clara B. Vinton joined the faculty and taught 
music and painting. 


School began for three classes in the fall of 1886. When the first 
class graduated six members in 1889, it was reported that the school was 'in 
flourishing condition, with an average of 75 = 100 pupils each tern,' 

Many of these were tuition students from nearby towns. Of the six graduates, 
three went on to become teachers and three went on to college. 


THE LABORATORY 


In 1899 a small piece of land adjoining the Institute property was 
bought by the Town in accordance with the Pennell Trust and a laboratory 
building was erected. It is of brick construction and is of a style com 
plimenting the main building. It was built by Silas W. Foster of Dry 
Mills. Three generations of his family later graduated from Pennell. 

Mr. Foster was paid $1,300. for the project. 


The building was not used in its entirety as a laboratory. For many 
years the main floor was used as a grammer school (through ninth grade) 
and was ruled over for about 30 years by the much beloved, admired and 
feared, Miss Mertelle (Auntie) Snow. The laboratory facilities were in 
the basement. 


In 1931, with the opening of Hancock Junior High, (now the Gray 
Library), the building reverted to the use of Pennell students. Through 
the years, Home Economics, Agriculture and Manual Arts were taught there, 
Later, after the construction of a Manual Arts building in 1950 and the 
1954 addition to the main building, the Laboratory reverted to other uses. 
For many years, after moving from the top floor of Stimson Hall, the Gray 
Library served both the town and the school from the building. For a 
number of years the building has served as the center of operations of The 
Gray News, the local weekly paper. 


Lewiston Evening Journal February 10, 1876 Column 5 


"Maine News & Gossip": 


Gray - A correspondent writes that a number of buildings are 
Planned for construction in Gray next season...The Hon. Henry Pennell, 
it is expected, will furnish the funds and cause to be erected a sub- 
stantial edifice for school purposes, to be known as "The Pennell 
Institute"...A reform club and dramatic club are both active in Gray. 


Lewiston Evening Journal June 25, 1877 


The corner-stone of the Pennell school house, to be erected and 
presented to the Town of Gray by the Hon. Henry Pennell was laid 
Saturday, in the presence of a large concourse of townspeople.

Portland Daily Press June 22, 1877 


Laying Corner Stone - The corner stone of the "Pennell Institute", 
the new building being erected by Major Henry Pennell of Gray for 
School purposes, will be laid on Saturday next at 6 p.m., with appro- 
priate ceremonies, including prayer, music by the band, addresses, 

& c. The citizens of Gray feel a deep interest in this philanthropic 
enterprise and will be present in large numbers. 


The Gray Enterprise September 4, 1886 (published in Mechanic Falls 
for Gray, Me.) 


On Monday, Sept. 6th, the Pennell Institute will for the first time 
open its doors to the public...... 


The interior of this building has of late been thoroughly furnished, 
and the grounds laid out in a very attractive manner, making it one of 
the most attractive institutions in this part of the State. 


The first term will continue eleven weeks, and under competent and 
experienced instructors, we cannot but predict, for Gray's effort, much 
success. 


(Note: Unfortunately nobody in the 1980's can ascertain which is the 
corner stone under which a box is supposed to be buried.)

THE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 


The Penneil Institute Alumni Association was formed in 1891, 


three years after the first class graduated six members in 1889. The 
membership numbered 25. 


From the very first the Alumni provided support for the fledgling 
Pennell Institute, Regular monthly meetings were held for many years 


and the Association became an active social, cultural and benevolent entity 
in the town. 


Little is known now of the activities of the early days except what 
is remembered by some of the older members who grew up in Gray. Older 
graduates still remember the parties, theatrical performances, dances, 
etc. that were such an important part of the social life of the town in 
the early part of the century. Proceeds from these activities were used 
to supply many of the extras that the school and student body needed. 


Among the many gifts to the school over the years were the purchase 
of the land for Newbegin Gymnasium, furniture for the new addition, a 
movie projector, new microscopes, band instruments, etc. Many times the 
Alumni assisted in financing the 'Whirlpool' publication. 


Each year the Alumni played a baseball game against the students in 
the afternoon and had a banquet and reception in the evening of Commence- 
ment Day. It was at this time that the new graduates were formally wel- 
comed to the Association as members, Nine hundred and seventy seven (977) 
graduates became members from the first class of six to the last class of 
thirty-one members in 1962. Of these, well over five hundred are still 
living. 


During the 1920's, the ‘associate’ membership was offered to anyone 
who had attended Pennell. During World War II, all members of the Senior 
class who were called into service before graduation were admitted formally 
to the Association as ‘associate’ members, Spouses of graduates, in some 
instances, were also admitted under that designation, 


With the passing of time, the need for the Alumni Association as a 
social body of the town diminished. Attendance at regular meetings was very 
small. For a number of years regular meetings were not held, but a summer 
reunion was attempted. The interest was on the part of the older graduates. 


A revival of the activities occurred in 1979, when our current President, 
Kenneth Morey, class of 1949, volunteered to serve in that office. His en- 
thusiasm sparked new activity. Fund raising projects, from cabarets to a 
raffle for a trip to Disney World, not only enlarged the treasury but renewed 
interest among the local members. Yearly newsletters to all members have 
kept thoughts of old PI warm, Attendance at the reunion banquets, now held 

: cont'd, 


every three years, has been large. They have brought many ‘back home’, 


: from Hawaii, California and all points of the compass. 


The Alumni Association has generously assisted the Gray Historical 
Society in restoring and maintaining the stairs, upstairs entrance and 
the entire second floor of Pennell. As the needs of the building had 
changed over the years those areas had been severely neglected. The 
Society was given permission for its use when forced to move from Stimson 
Hall and, with the help of the Alumni and other organizations of the town, 
now houses their collection of 'Old Gray' memorabilia.  Equally important 
is the interest of the Alumni in the tower clock which went unused for many 
years. The clock is now kept in working order. The striking of the old 
clock is a welcome sound at reunion time. 


This year marks the 100th anniversary of the first graduating class 
of Pennell Institute. It is hoped that many of the Alumni Association 
members will return for a few nostalgic hours. The wav of life enjoyed by 
those of us privileged to have spent our high school vears at Pennell 
Institute is no longer possible to find. 


We are truly indebted to Henry Pennell and his dream. 


NEWBEGIN GYMNASIUM 


Another gift was made to the town when, in 1936, George W. Newbegin 


left in his will a little over $15,000. toward the building of a gymnasium 
for Pennell Institute. 


Mr. Newbegin had been an avid supporter of the athletic programs at 

Pennell. He willingly transported students to other towns to participate 

in outdoor sports. With the increased interest in basketball as a compet- 
itive sport, Pennell was at a disadvantage without indoor athletic facil- 
ities. A building on Greenleaf St. with an upstairs hall, though not large 
enough for a regulation court, had provided some practice space as did the 
Portland YMCA from time to time. However, this was not a practical solution 
to the problem, 


In 1932, Mr. Newbegin offered the sum of $6,000., to be augmented by a 
trust fund at a later date, if the town, school or alumni would purchase a 
suitable lot. A Pennell Institute Corporation, composed of members of the 
Pennell Alumni Association, was formed, It was felt that the land behind 
the laboratory building would be the appropriate setting. The land was owned 
by Mr. Percy Loring and was part of his cow pasture and garden. This could 
be had for $500. The amount was soon raised by the Alumni Association and 
the land was purchased. 


The ‘Depression’ of the 1930's soon became the barrier to immediate 
building on the site. It was not until after the death of Mr. Newbegin and 
his bequest that further progress was made. 


Realizing that the amount left by Mr. Newbegin was not sufficient to 
build a suitable structure, avenues were. explored for additional financing. 
Government funds (WPA) were found to be available up to $12,000, This 
necessitated the transfer of the land and Mr. Newbegin's bequest to the Town 
of Gray. This was done by a vote of the Alumni. 


The building was completed in 1937 and dedicated on November 27th with 
a basketball game, an entertainment and a dance. Another enrichment had been 
made to the Pennell Institute campus, although the building was owned by the 
Town of Gray. 


Later, when the Gray-New Gloucester School District was formed in 1960, 
the directors requested that the building be turned over with the other 
Pennell properties. Due to the fact that many town meetings and affairs were 
conducted in the building in addition to the athletic activities of the school, 
this was soundly opposed. However, in 1965, the Maine Supreme Court ordered 
the transfer to take place. . A 


Little use was made of the building by SAD#15 after the Gray-New 
Gloucester High School: and Junior High were built. The building was allowed 
to deteriorate from lack of care until 1981. It was then that a group of irate 


citizens of Gray threatened to sue the School District for damages 
caused by neglect. After much controversy the District signed the build- 
ing back to the Town of Gray. i 


Much work was done and many thousands of dollars were put into the 
refurbishing of Newbegin to make it a suitable and much needed Community 
Center for the young and old alike in the fast growing Town of Gray. It 
was reopened to the public in July of 1982. It is now open to the public 
daily during the week.. It is managed by a full time director and a steer- 
ing committee who provide a full program of activities.

MANUAL ARTS BUILDING 


The Manual Arts Building was built in.1950. This larger facility 
provided much more space and opportunity for expanding the woodworking 
and carpentry curriculum of the school. Until then the shop had been 
in the basement of the Laboratory building. 


In recent years, after the new SAD facilities were built, the 
building has been used as the center for the maintenance department 
for the District. 


IN LATER YEARS 


In 1954 the enrollment at Pennell Institute reflected the rapid 
increase in the population of Gray. The town had outgrown the old P.I. 
The upstairs room had been partitioned to make more classrooms and the 
stage had been removed. The main room had been divided for classrooms 
and still more room was needed. 


It was then that by a decree of the Maine Supreme Court, the trustees 
(now the Selectmen) were ordered to turn over the Pennell Institute prop- 
erties to the Town of Gray. It was only by this method that state assist- 
ance could be had to build a proposed addition to the main building. This 
contained six classrooms. Fortunately, the design of the new addition was 
such that it could be added across the back of the main building on a one 
story level. This proved to be an importand factor later when the two 
original buildings on the campus were accepted to the National Register of 
Historic Places in 1982, 


This addition is still in use today as classrooms for grade school 
pupils for the G-NG School District. The downstairs of the old building 
has the library, special purpose rooms, and the school office. 


In the late 1950's, the State of Maine mandated the closure of the 
smaller, 'less efficient' school facilities in the rural districts of the 
state. It was intended to provide better opportunities for all young people. 


After much discussion and controversy the schools of Gray and New 
Gloucester were joined together as School Administrative District #15 of 
the State of Maine. All of the Pennell Buildings were turned over to the 

new District and, except for Newbegin Gym (now Newbegin Community Center), 
' are controlled by them. 


The last class to graduate from Pennell Institute was in 1962. That 
fall the students were moved to the new G-NG High School on the Libby Hill 
Road, half way between Gray Village and Dry Mills. 


Pennell Institute was renamed Pennell Junior High and served the 
seventh and eighth grade students from both Gray and New Gloucester 
until the new GNG - High School was built and the Junior High pupils 
moved into the original High School facilities. (This is all one com- 
plex.) Since then the PI building has been known as Pennell School and, 
at present, houses the sixth grade for the District. 


In 1978, the Gray Historical Society was refused permission - under 
State fire laws - to continue to house their collection and hold meetings 
on the top floor of Stimson Hall. As the Pennell School had not made 
much use of the second floor of the P.I. building, it had been neglected 
and was in bad repair. The Society applied for and was granted permission 
to move their collection to Pennell, providing that they paid for repairs 
and renovations as well as the upkeep of the halls, stairways and rooms on 
the second floor that they would be using. With the assistance of many 
people and organizations in' town, the rooms and halls were refurbished and 
they are now the headquarters of the Gray Historical Society. 


In 1982, through the efforts of the Pennell Institute Alumni President, 
Kenneth Morey, an application was made for the old buildings, the Institute 
and the Laboratory, to be accepted for listing on the National Register of 
Historic Places. It was accepted as an excellent example of the type of 
early 'academy' style school buildings of the 1800's. It was dedicated as 
such on July 17, 1982, and appropriate plaques were placed on each bullding. 
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SPORTS 


Sports, from the beginning, played an important part of Pennell 
life. One of the first items of note in Pennell history was the pur- 
chase of the land directly behind the building for use as a ball field. 
It was always used by the school and still is a baseball and softball 
field for adults and children alike. 


For many years baseball was the only sport available to Pennell 
boys and very good teams competed with nearby high schools. Over the 
years more than one generation of PI families played on the baseball 
teams, 


As years went by, track and cross country became popular and, in 
the 20's and 30's Pennell had many good athletes in these sports. In 
1930 the cross country team became State champions, having been entered 
against 11 of the largest schools in the State. Track teams continued 
to compete, sometimes with only a few dedicated boys. In 1938, Pennell 
placed second in the Triple-C meet with 24 points. One boy scored all 
24 - an event that made the headlines of the sports page of the Portland 
paper. 


The first attempts at basketball were in 1919. However, with 
limited equipment and no place of their own to practice and play, the 
team did not have much success. In 1922, equipment was purchased through 
magazine subscription sales and a few seasons of practice and games were 
played at Smith's Hall on Greenleaf St. This was not satisfactory, so 
the sport was dropped. In 1936 the Federal Transient Camp (CCC) in New 
Gloucester made available their gym, but no regular teams were active 
until 1937-38 when Newbegin Gym was built, With the new gym, both boys 
and girls had regular seasons of competitive basketball - some good. and 
some not so successful, but always back 'next year'. 


The late 40's and 50's saw excellent basketball teams as did the 
seasons of '61 and '62, when the Pennell boys became the State Class-M 
Champions for two years in succession. 


Other sports remembered include a hockey team, In the late 1920's 
and early 30's, a rink was flooded behind the Lab. Not much is known of 
this team, but a Whirlpool of the time records that they played Portland 
and beat them, 


No attempt has been made here to mention names of outstanding athletes 
who represented Pennell, as it would be too easy to omit deserving ones. 
They all. did their best and the school and the town supported them with 
pride.

MUSIC 


From the 1930's, with Mr. Diehl as principal, came the opportunity 
for those so inclined to participate in musical endeavors. Orchestra, 
drum and bugle corps, chorus and concert band were an important part of 
school activities. A dance band, much enjoyed by students and townspeople 
alike, was popular in the '30s and substituted for the lone pianist for 
the socials and dances held in the upstairs hall. 


Music continued to be a part of Pennell life through the years. 
During the 1950's, local parents formed booster clubs to provide instru- 
ments for a school marching band. This band played not only for school 
activities, but for all parades, Old Home Days, etc., and was the pride 
of the town as the current G-NG bands are, 


SOCIAL ACTIVITIES 


The ‘rite of passage' to high school life came at Freshman Reception, 
It was then that the elevated Sophomores played tricks on and demanded 
the utmost obedience of the lowly Freshmen, It was always much less 
horrifying to the young newcomer than it had been built up to be. It 
usually turned out to be fun for all - if one had a sense of humor. After 
that night one was really a Pennell-ite. 


Throughout the year 'socials' and dances were enjoyed in the upstairs 
hall - (before Newbegin). The social affairs brought out not only the 
students but many parents and townspeople also. It was a small town and 
everyone was welcome to school affairs as long as proper decorum was ob- 
served. If not, everyone knew about it! 


The 'big' social affair until the fifties, was the banquet and reception 
given to all the graduates by the Alumni on graduation evening. It was the 
occasion for the first, and sometimes the only, evening dress in a small town 
girl's life. The fifties saw 'sock hops' with disc jockeys and also formal 
‘proms’ complete with bands. 


It was not until after the late thirties that New York and/or Washington 
trips became an annual custom of the Senior year. Before that, most classes 
waited until after all graduation expenses were met and then gathered to spend 
the remaining funds on an outing together.

MILITARY SERVICE 


The words of the 'Pennell Song’ written by Karl Libby, class of 
1920, has a line "We're proud of the flag of service that floats on the 
light breeze." 


Although the service flag that floated at Pennell with Old Glory 
in the WW-I era is long gone, we cannot fail to remember fondly and with 
gratitude the boys of Pennell who served their country. 


Records show that an estimated number of 130 Pennell boys served in 
WW's I and II and the Korean conflict. 

Of these we know of several who gave up their lives while in the 
service of America:

WW II - George T. DeLorme Class of 1936 
Robert W. Wallace R i

James W. Russell T 1938 - (for whom the

They will be long remembered by their schoolmates., 


SCHOLARSHIP 


The quality of the education received at Pennell Institute was con- 
sistently high. 


Pennell Institute was always an accredited school and her graduates 
had little trouble being accepted by the colleges, universities or pro- 
fessional training schools of their choice. 


Many very successful people can be named among the graduates and who 
have gone far away from Gray. Among them are doctors, lawyers, engineers, 
scientists, teachers and leaders of all kinds. Others have stayed here in 
Gray to raise families, build businesses, run farms, teach school and follow 
many other fields of endeavor. These graduates contributed greatly in making 
Gray the fine town of which we can all be proud. 


We therefore are intentionally not singling out any individuals who 
might be considered more prominent or successful than others. The measure 
of success in life is the kind of person one becomes, and Pennell Institute 
encouraged and expected the best of all who received their education there. 


"As we remember it ...... 


Through the years many young people passed through the doors of 
Pennell Institute. Each came away with their own memories of their 
Pennell days - some good and perhaps some not so pleasant. We have 
collected some of these written by members of various classes to add 
to this commemorative booklet. Perhaps some of them will bring back 
memories to the readers. 


The Whirlpool of 1957 printed a letter from a member of the first 
graduating Class of 1889, Annie Bean Hayes. From this we have taken 
the following: 

"There were five members to graduate in that first class, four 
girls and one boy. The principal was a native of Gray, a graduate of 
Bates College, but from ill health quite unfitted for the position of 
ptincipal. He taught very few classes. The school was fortunate in 
its assistant leader, Miss Emma Bickford, a graduate of Bates College. 
In our Latin classes we read six books of Caesar, six orations of Cicero, 
and six books of Aenid. Several days a week we had English literature - 
so called, some of the famous English poems we read and sometimes were 
required to be memorized. Rhetoric came once a week. Once a month there 
was an afternoon of speaking pieces in the large upstairs hall. There 
was no instruction in music or art as there is today. 


At the end of three years graduation was the occasion of town wide 
interest, as it was the first from the new school. It was held in the 
beautiful old Congregational Church where the modern one stands today. 

The graduation was held on May 31, 1889, a beautiful, sunny spring day. 

For an explainable reason there was a custom at the time on special 
occasions held in the church to use artificial lighting in the daytime 
instead of the sunshine and out-of-doors light. It seems strange now to 

me that we did rot object to such a foolish custom. The church was filled 
and it was a day to be remembered by the school and the town alike. My 
father, the pastor of the church, conducted the opening exercises of the 
day with a short reading of the Bible, followed by prayer and the graduating 
exercises. The exercises in the afternoon were held in the hall of Pennell 
Institute. The dedication of the building and a presentation of a portrait 
of its donor and speeches by several of the town's people were witnessed." 


The Class of 1902's Historian, Mabel Foster, whose hand written copy of 
her graduation address is now in the Gray Historical Society, told the 
following: 

"When the class entered PI there were nine members. In 1898 there 
were eighteen members and when they graduated there were six. Their first 
year was full of ‘fear and trembling’ and ‘vain endeavors to keep out of 
everyone's way - namely upperclassmen and teachers’. They struggled through 
Latin and Greek, English, Physics, Physical Geography and History through 
their first two years. 


Junior and Senior 'Exhibitions' were events of great importance. They 
were attended by the whole school, the Trustees, parents and townspeople. 
When this class were Juniors they opted to produce a 'drama' called "Tompkins 


Hired Man' rather than an exhibition of individual talents. This was 
produced to a 'large audience' in the main hall. 


The success of their endeavor prompted them to go ‘on tour’ to 
Pownal Center for a performance, Ona snowy night they bundled into 
an open double team conveyance and ‘amid a chorus of fish-horns, shells 
and club yells' they set out. They were followed by three heavy teams 
and numerous single ones, As there had been a thaw a few days before, 
the roads were such that in some places it was necessary for all to get 
out and walk. When they arrived at Powna]. Center they found that their 
advertising had not been put out until 3 PM that day. They gave the play 
again to the Gray contingent and 'a half dozen from Pownal'. They arrived 
back in Gray at 3 AM, still in a snow storm. 


Their fund raising project as Seniors was a "Turkey Supper at which 
we expected to gather funds to an alarming extent and we had magnanimously 
decided to divide our profits with the Athletic Association, but we abandoned 
the idea when, on counting the money, we discovered that we had gained FOUR 
CENTS." 


The favorite amusement of the boys was stated as baseball. All three 
were on the team, That of the girls was “attending baseball games for the 
encouragement of the boys." 


She closed with a prayer that "God grant that our path through life 
may be as peaceful and free from sorrow and guile as it has been while we 
were members of the Class of 1902 of Pennell Institute." 


(Note - Two of the three male members of the class, Eugene Foster and 
Chester Marsden, were Jater to be appointed trustees of Pennell Institute.) 


From the Class of 1924, Ellen Cole McCann shares the following with us: 

"Time for school! No slacks, snowsuits or suitable footwear. Ear muffs 
were just making their debut. Wading through deep snow was not unusual as 
roads were seldom plowed. Everyone walked to school except for those who 
lived in So. Gray or No. Gray and were on the Interurban line and those who 
had the use of a horse and wagon or sleigh, Even then some chose to walk to 
the Village. A few automobiles were around but nobody drove to school. Some 
out of town students boarded in the village and went home only on weekends. 


School was seldom called off. When it was, it was done through the phone 
office buzzing on the party line, 


Morning exercises consisted of Bible reading, the Lord's Prayer and the 
Salute to the Flag with all students present in the main room. None of this 
is done today. Did it do us any harm? 


There were no electric lights in the school in the early twenties. 
School was from nine to four and sometimes we could have used a flashlight 
to study by. With no plumbing available it was necessary to travel downstairs, 


across the basement, by the furnace, and upstairs again to attend to 
our personal needs at the four-holer. 


Study hours were to be kept from 7-9 even on Friday and Saturday 
nights. Radio was just coming into existence and there was no television 
to divert us. 


We took our own lunches and what we didn't eat went into the waste 
basket and furnished food for many mice. Had we taken it home it might 
have been our supper or next day's lunch. 


Sports consisted of boy's basketball and baseball. Games were played 
in the hall on Greenleaf St. which was not suitable. George Newbegin said 
that when he died he would leave money for a gym where we could all play 
basketball. He did - God bless him! Exchange games were played only with 
neighboring towns to which we traveled by hayrack or horse drawn pung. 


There was much telling of jokes to and fro. In the later twenties track 
became a school sport. 


A big event was to attend a Shakespeare play at the Jefferson Theater 
at Portland. For many of us it was our first trip to Portland. 


Dancing was popular. To some, nothing would replace the waltz, fox- 
trot, two-step and square dancing. Some parents would not allow it and 
some would not permit their child to attend any school function where 
dancing would be part of the entertainment. 


There was little choice for subjects. General Math, Algebra, Geometry, 
Latin, French, English, Physics and Chemistry were our choices. No business 
or typing which we could have used. Those privileged to have had a year or 
two with ‘Auntie' Snow before going on to Pennell were fortunate and were 
well grounded for the high school subjects. 


It was not all work and study. As the boys sat in double seats on 
one side of the room and the girls on the other, notes passed between them 
seldom remained private. 


Sometimes things became boring and the inkwells were not always used 
for dipping pens. One boy used his for spitting his tobacco juice. I can's 
remember seeing anyone smoke. 


The era was not as dull as you might think." 


Margaret Sawyer, 1936, and Gerald Kimball, 1938, shared the following 
rememberances: 

“During the 1930's a change was coming over Pennell Institute. Younger 
and more progressive faculty members brought changes in curriculum, activ- 
ities and attitudes. New courses were added during these years. An agri- 
culture course, a home economics course and a manual arts program were added 


to bring the curriculum more up to date. Business classes were not added 
until the mid-forties. 


Mr. Diehl came as Principal in the early 30's, bringing with him a 


great interest in music. There was singing during assemblies - not 
of the choral type but "just for fun' singing. Glee club, drum and 
bugle corps, chorus, orchestra and a dance band all came into being. 


Discipline was still maintained but perhaps not as strictly as 
before. The Trustees for the most part were older graduates who had 
the interest of the school at heart but did not exert the controls of 
earlier years. Everything seemed to lighten up. 


Study hours from 7 - 9 had become less important and not actively 
enforced. When Mr. Stuart came as principal in 1933 they were discon- 
tinued. His attitude was that he did not want to police the streets, 


and if any student couldn't make qualifying grades he or she would 
flunk. 


Sports for the boys were limited until Newbegin Gym was built. 
There was a baseball team and some track activity. In fact, the 
early 30's saw State Champs in cross country. Some basketball was 
played at the CCC camp gym. A volley ball court back of the Lab was 
used by the girls. With the building of Newbegin Gym in 1938 sports 
became a more prominent part of Pennell life. 


During these years prize speaking competition was required of the 
Juniors and was open to other classes. This was judged by outsiders 
and the winners went on to compete with nearby schools and then to 
county and state levels. 


Before the days of TV and radios everywhere, an event that was 
looked forward to was the Senior Drama. The plays were staged at 
Stimson Hall and played to packed houses, The cast peeked through the 
holes in the stage curtain before the opening to check out the audience 
and shiver with excitement. 


Speaking of Stimson Hall, we remember the graduations that were 
held there from its opening in 1901 through 1937. After that all school 
events took place in Newbegin Gym. 


Although the 1930's were not a time when most Gray residents were 
flush with money, we were privileged to be provided a good education 
and a safe and happy life at Pennell." 


The War years as remembered by Marion Thompson Cromwell, Class of 1944: 


"The early to mid-forties are best. remembered as "the War Years". 
It was an era not quite like any other in Pennell's history. It was a 
time of gas rationing and ration coupons for things like sugar, butter, 
meat and shoes, Huge bill-boards told us to buy War Bonds; we planted 
Victory Gardens; practiced Air Raid Drills; covered our windows during 
black-outs; and waited for V-mail which held only the vaguest clues as 
to its point of origin. 


An excerpt from the sports pages of the 1944 Whirlpool is as follows: 
"Due to the lack of fuel, it has been impossible for both the boys and 
girls to have Gym every week. In gym classes we have played basketball 
and practiced various exercises. Gym is essential in High Schools now to 
help us keep the students fit for the future ahead of us." (A future 
filled with uncertainity) Because of gas rationing, high school students 
were not allowed to ride the school bus. Those of us living in the out- 
lying areas got more than our share of exercise riding bikes or walking 
to and from school. 


With each year that the war continued to rage we saw more and more 
of our male teachers, fellow students and family members leave for military 
service. This is exemplified by looking at the graduating class of 1941 
which had a m/f ratio of nine boys to eleven girls. The class of 1944 
graduated 1 boy and nine girls. The rest of the boys from the Class of '44 
were already in the Service, and the one remaining graduate was sworn in 
and ready to leave, By that time, every one of the boys from the Class of 
"41 was in the Service and scattered around the world. 


Any inconveniences caused by the war was greatly overshadowed by our 
concern for loved ones that were in the midst of it. The protests and peace 
marches of the '60s would have been unthinkable in those days. 


While the development of our social skills may have been somewhat de- 
layed by the lack of age-appropriate dance partners and the cancellation 
of Senior Class trips, without realizing it, we may have been gaining one 
of the best educations in geography, as we searched the globe for places 
like Guadacanal and Anzio, and history, as it was being made............." 


Audrey Todd Burns, Class of 1951, remembers her days at Pennell: 


"When I started high school in the late 40's, Pennell students 
still had only the original building, plus the 'lab' building (now 
the Gray News office) and Newbegin Gym. 


Home Ec. was housed upstairs in the 'lab' building and the 
Industrial Arts used the downstairs. The large main room in the 
Pennell building was home room for the freshmen and sophomores, with 
shelves at the back of the room for the library. The two small rooms 
off the main room, one of which had been the old library, were used 
for Commercial Studies and the other for Languages. Upstairs, what 
had been the large hall was divided into two classrooms, with a third, 
a Science room, on the back, The stage had been removed. 


In the early 50's, a brick building, now the G-NG maintenance 
department, was erected for industrial arts and commercial classes. 


The school numbered about 100. My class started with 35 and 
graduated 21. Classes were from 9 to 3:30 with one hour out for hot 
lunch at Stimson Hall. Elementary school and high school pupils all 
rode together on the school busses. 


Our sports were boy's basketball and baseball and girl's basket- 
ball, The basketball games were the big event in the winter. Most of 
the town attended as well as the student body. 


When basketball season ended, there would be a dance every Friday. 
Here again, people of all ages attended; parents, students and anyone 
who liked to dance. 


We were the generation of ballerina skirts and many petticoats, 
ballerina slippers, rolled up jeans (which could not be worn to school), 
men's white shirts, moccasins and pony tails. All the skirts were long, 
almost to the ankles," 


And from Karen Wallace Taylor, Class of 1961, comes the following: 


"I guess we finally know what our parents were talking about when 
they said "It wasn't like that when I went to school." 


I see a big change. in twenty-eight years later. Girls weren't 
allowed te wear slacks or jeans to school, teachers always dressed well, 
and very few boys and girls brought their own cars to school, Also, the 
bus didn't pick up anyone who lived within a mile of the school. Con- 
sequently, my brother and T walked oue mile to and from school daily, in 
rain or snow, as we had only one car and our Dad needed it for work. We 
also would not have dreamed of calling our teachers by their first names 


or go out to breakfast with them. 


We, as a class, have stayed pretty much in touch. With a class 
of only 45 that is easy to do. Many of our classmates have enjoyed 
small town living - even though Gray is growing fast. Some of the boys 
who went off to serve their country and on to see the world, found the 
old home town a place to come back to and settle down. We have some 
classmates on the Gray Rescue, some have their own businesses in town 
and some are in all other parts of the USA. 


I'm proud to have attended and graduated from the same school as 
my Dad - ‘good ole Pennell Institute’. I wish my boys could have done 


the same, but I'm sure they have good memories of G-NG High School as 
we all do of Pennell." 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE ?? 
What will the coming years bring to Pennell? 


When school opens in September, 1989, the rooms in the addition 
will be filled with kindergarten children. Changes are being made to 
adapt the facilities to the needs of five-year-olds. Grade 6, which 
has been taught at Pennell for a number of years will be joining the 
4th and 5th grades at the new large 'middle' school near the Gray-New 
Gloucester High and Junior High schools on the Libby Hill Road. 


As Gray grows rapidly in population, the school facilities are 
stretched to the extreme. The Russell School, (the elementary school 
named for James W. Russell, Class of 1938) will be filled to capacity, 
hence the transfer of kindergarten classes to Pennell. 


In a few years, another elementary school will be needed and there 
will probably be no need to house pupils at Pennell. What then? 


The Gray Historical Society, as has been said before, now occupies 
the second floor of Pennell and could, without doubt, make good use of 
the downstairs area if it were to be made available to them. The Labora- 
tory is the office of The Gray News, the local weekly paper. Newbegin 
Gym is now Newbegin Community Center and is a busy, active place for 
young and old alike. 


With the acceptance of the Pennell building and the Laboratory to 
the National Register of Historic Places comes restrictions. One of the 
criteria for listing is that the appearance of the building reflect an 
outstanding example of a particular period of architecture. Therefore, 
the exterior of these old buildings cannot be altered - they must be 
preserved as they are, 


At one time it was proposed that the Gray town offices could be 
housed there, as the Municipal Building is fast outgrowing its space, 
However, until the SAD 15 no longer has any use for the building, no 
determination can be made on the future of Pennell Institute.
